LONDON, June 6—(8 p.m,.)—Offi- 
clal announcement was made tonight 
that the British troops at the Dardan- 
elles as a result of their new offen- 
sive movement last week captured 
two lines of Turkish trenches along «

“On the night of June 3-4 the 
Turks. having heavily bombarded a 


small fort in front of the extreme

front. Here the French claim to 
have gained more ground, and, ac- 
cording to their report, have repulsed 
very violent German counter attacks, 


| The Germans, on the other hand, as- 


sert that they have repulsed French 
attacks, 

The first important battle of the 
Italian campaign is raging for posses- 
sion of Tolino where the Italians have 
met with the first serious opposition 
in their advances across the Austrian 
frorttier, 

Italian warships have been busy 
destroying cables and lighthouses in 
the Adriatic and have again bom- 
barded Monfalcone. There has also 
been some haval activity in the Bal- 
tie, Russian and German squadrons 
exchanging shots in the vicinity of the 
Guif of Riga. 

Rumania is going through a crisis 
similar to that experienced by Italy 
before the latter country entered the 
war. Those who favor neutrality and 
those who favor war held counter de- 
monstrations at Bucharest today, and 
the political parties are getting into 
shape to put forward their views, The 
general opinion held in London is 
that Rumania will join the allies 
when Italy gives the word, and that 
Bulgaria will follow her lead. 

FRENCH REPORT
